It appears that the Lord Jesus was
not so much concerned In answering
*questions a8 In
answerlng the
stote of mind that
1 produced them, In
the story of the
good Samaritan It |
is certainly so. |

The lawyer's
question: “What |
ghall T do to In- |
herlt eteroml |
life? reveals the |
legality of his
mind, He has no
doubt nbout his
abllity to do some-
thing to make him
worthy of eternal
life, but he has
now come to the light, and In his lght
he shall see light. Eternal life 18 God’s
free gift and no man inherits it by
doing, but by belng “born from
aboye™

The Lord meets the lnwyer on his |
own ground when he demands: “What
I8 written In the law? how readest |
thou?" And he answered: * Ihuu;
shalt Jove thes Lord thy God with *all
thy henrt, and with all thy soul, and
with all thy strength, asd with all
thy mind, and thy belghbor ns thy-
golf.” And Jesus sald unto him:
“Thou hast answered right: this do,
and thou shalt lve™

Does the gospel preacher confradiet
the Lord when he spenks of eteinal
Hife as the free gift of God for all
who will recelve It? Not In the lenst!
Idenlly, there Is n way of salvation

of the law, “The man that doeth
these things shall live by them.” Bul
who hns ever dope them? The most
devoted heart on éarth does not love |
’ God supremely nor its nelghbor as it
self, and this righteons requirement
of the law is the condemnation of all
mankind, Why, then, did the Lord
answer the lawyer so? He was using
the law for the purposé for which it
was glven: “For by the law ls the
knowledge of sin” (Iom. 3:20).
Purpose and Fallure of Law,

That the law has had its designed
effect 1s revenled in his next ques-
tlon: “But he, willing to justify him-
gelf, sald unto Jesus, ‘And who Is my
nelghbor? " No one had acensed him,
Why did ne seck to Justify himself?
The law has done Its work: In its
holy light his consclence s aceusing
him, There he stands, rovealed by
the "law in the pregence. of the Sa-
vionr,” who will how fell him who
man's nelghbor 18, He jJoys to tell it!
It is himself, the Saviour, the only
belng In the unlverse who loves his
nelghbor as himself!

YA certpln man went down from
Jerusalem to Jericho In. the first
five. words of the parnble the %ord
revenls man's downward course: mnn
will tell you he Is golng up, the Lord
says “down." The Inst four words
of the sentenceé completes the pleture
of human depravity—"from Jernsalem
to Jericho.” TFrom Jerngalem, the
holy ecity, to Jericho, the ecity of the
curse! What a pleture! Man has
turned awny from the light and Is
walking In his own shadow to destruce-
tion,

But lost man I8 not withont hope!
Along this dangerous road many n
traveler 15 selzed svith the conviction
of sin: “And he fell among thleves
which strippad him of his ralment,
and, wounded him, and departed, lenv-
ing him half dead.” What a picture
of the helpless misery to which sin
has redoeced every man.

“By chance there ¢ame down a cor
tain priest that way . ., , Hkewise
n Levite" the parable continunes, No
help for him from elther of them,
divinely sappointed ministers of bless-

Ing though they were! Thelr service
has to do with the temple, and the
tenveler has turned awny from the |
temple, They represent the law, which
is good If one can keep it, but cannot
help the helpless. The priest and the
Levite are .mere chance passers-hy,
not heaven-sent "messengers to dying
men. ,

The leed dishes made of buttermilk
or sour mitk, egg, frult julces and sug-
ar, frozen as any lce
crenm, are most accepts
nbie for a change during
the hot weather and
many Uke the flavor,
finding them more agree-
ublé than the richer lece
creams.,

Midsummer les.—~Take
n pint each of raspber
ries and currants, canned
frult will do. Put the
fruit through n sleve and add a sirup
of sugur and water, using a cupful of
sugar to two of water; cool and add
to the struined juice. Freeze as usual;
serve with a gurnish of preserved or
fresh frult,

Rice With Raspberry Sauce.—Cook
rice and mwold in a hollow mold, Turn
on to a platter and surround with rasp-
berry sauce, or jam or the fresh ber-
ries well mixed with sugar,

Raspberry Whip.It Is wige to pre-
pare berries for this dish In thelr sea-
son, Slmply mash them and mix with
an equal bulk of sogar, them put In
sterfle jurs aond seal. Keep In the
lce chest or on the floor of a cool cel’
lar. Take a eupful nnd n half of the
croshed berrles and beat with two
egg whites untll stif enough to stand
In shape. Serve In high glasses with
n soft custard, If fresh berrles are
used, add a cupful of powdered sugar
to a eupful and a hulf of herries,

Raspberry Bavarian Cream.—Tuke
a cupful and a half of =ifted rasp-
berry pulp and Julee and the same
amount of heavy orenm, n cupful of
sugar, If fruit Is fresh, and a tnlle-
spoonful of gelatim n tublespoonful of
lemon julee and a fourth of n eupful
of water Inm which the gelntin was
softened. Stir In the froft julces with
the gelntin until It begins to thicken,
Whip the cream and fold It in, pour
Into n mold that has been lightly
greased with ollve oll. Ohill five hours

LAnd serve with n garnish of fresh ber-

ries or jam.

Angel Food With Berries—Cut an-
gel food In squares, cover with sweet-
ened crushed berrles, top with whipped
eream, and serve well chilled. This is
such a slmple dessert and yolt most
tusty. Sponge enke way be used in
the place of angel food.

be emslly prepared nt
home, The banann spiit
or banansn royal Is one
of these. Split a well-
ripened banana In twe
nad place on a chilled
plate, on the top of the
frult put a layer of va-
ollin lee crenm and over
this o little finely chopped or groted
plnexpple, a few chopped almonds nnd
lastly n spoouful of whipped crenm
gurnished with u chorry,

Walnut Delight.—8culd o plot of
sweet milk with two level tnblespoon-
fuls of cormatareh; add one-lhnif cup
ful of sugar aind cook untll the starch
I8 well done. Beat one egg untll light,
stir Into the slightly cooled custard,
then add n Il cupful of choppell
walnuts and a half teaspoonful of vi-

ollin.  Pour into molds and nllow to
setl, When ready to nerve, garnlsh
with two o three toasted mursh-
mallows,

Marshiallow Glage.—Make n slrup
of n cupful of sugar and one-hall cug:-
ful of water, add ten murshmalows
and nllow them to melt. Stir and if
too thick edd n lttle

hot water to
make n sort of paste; flavor wih wn-
allln and set aslde to cool. Make n

second slrup of o cupful of sugnr and
& balf cupful of water, when wall dis-
Aolved mix a little of the sivup with
three teaspoonfuls of cocon; stir Into
the mirup and melt the cocon.  Put
portions of vanilin lce cream In sher-
bet cups, pour over some of the
marshmallow mixture snd over nll the
hot chocolate sirup. SBerve lmmedi-
ately, -

Chartréeuse of Jelly.—Remove the
senter from a round sponge cnke, leav-
ing un Inch at the bottom and sides.

Into this pour any flavored gelatin
Jelly when It s Just ready to wet
Berve with n ecover of sweelened nnd
Havored whipped crenm und with a
garnish of frosh fruits.

SALADS FOR HOT DAYS.

To grow a little wiser day by day,

During the hot days we eliminnte
ns much heat from the house as possi-
slblo and the thinking
housewife remembers
thnt foods produce heat,
and those which glve oft
the minimum nara the
foods to serve during the
hot wenther,

The one who reduces
the heat-producing foods,
starch, fat and wsugnr,
and replances them with
foods not rich In these
clements, will bo better fitted to ens
dure the weather without overheat
ing the system.

Eggsn, cheese, filsh, in eombination
with varioud-vegetnhles served in the
place of meat are most attrnetive and
satisfylng salnds,

Some vegetables are richer In the
proteld element than others; peas,
beans and lentils nre the nearest to
meat of any -vegetable,

Roquelort Salad—Prepare erlsp
hend lettuce and arrange on individ-
ual plates. Prepare a salad dresslpg
of a tablespoonful of vinegar to three
of oll, n bal? temspoonful of salt, a
few dashes of red pepfer; doubling
this portion ns needed.  Cream a
tnblespoonful of roquefort cheese and
ndd te the dresting, beaten well to
blond, with an ogg benter,

Cheese Jelly Salad—Mix a half cup-
ful of good flavored cheese with a cup-
ful of whipped creanm; ndd salt and
pepper to season and a teaspoonful
of gelatin digsolved In three-fourths
of a capful of water, Mold In poe
large or in Individuanl molds. Cover
each mold with grated cheese when it
begins to harden, Serve with French
dressing to whieh grated cheese has
been nddedy, b8 well ns o tablespoon-
ful of entehup.

Nenrly nall fruits have aclds and
salts In solutfon which arae cooling,
and that have toalc properties. A
fruit salad Is n most gratifying one
to serve on a hot day; It serves as n
snland and as n dessert, With the ad-
ditlon of n few nuts It will also be
sufficlently nourishing,

Slice tomatoes, small ones, in
halves, sprinkle with chopped, green
peppers and onion and sérve with
French dressing.

6t. Regls Salad.—
Wash o palr of sweet-
breads and drop with a
hay leaf Into bolling wh-
tor, slmmer untll tender,
then echill by putting in-
to eold water and cut o
rémoving  all the membrane,

bits,
Tuke equul parts of fAnely-cut celery

nnd mix with the sweethreads; add
n handful of blanched nalmonds, cut
In ghreds. Walnuts may be uged, but
they nre more difficult to manch, Cut
in halves. n cupful of Malaga grapes,
removing the seeds, add mayonnalse
dressing which hos been mixed with
n little whipped crenin,. Mix all the
Ingredients and arrange on ladividoal
plutes o lettuces leaves, Garnlsh with
atulfed olives, slicod. This will serve
clglit persons wnply.

Fruit and Pepper Salad.—Cut In
dice o small bunch of celery, enough
to mnke three cupfuls; add four me-

Aimmg-sized apples and a ¢an of pine

apple, one can of red peppers and one
sweel, green pepper, chopped. Mix
Hghtly with mayonunise dressing and
surve In green pepper cups or In
halves of lemons. These may be
saved for the purpose when maoking
lemonnde, The gween peppers maoy
be eut, leaving n small handle ke &
busket.

Olive and Celery Bandwiches.—
Chop sepuralely in n chopplng bowl
nn equal quantity of stuffed olives,
(the kind stuffed with plmentos) and
tender celery, Mix and molsten with
suflicient mayonnalse dressing to
spread easily. Put on buttered bread
and eut In any desired form.

Poppy Seed Salad.—Plage head let-
tuce, wall erisped und dralned, on the
snlad plates; sprinkle with grated
snge cheese, Roast  uotll  well
browned In a half cupful of poppy
seeds and spriukle over with salad.
Serve with French dressing.

A taw appl~ chopped with equal
guantities of southern onlon served on
lettuce with any good dressing is a
mogt tasty salad,
